The In- 
trigues and cabals agulnst hliu havo 
been legion, and they have been espe- 
cially strong and blttor among his 
own countrymen. 

Before Mr. Wilson left the Amer- 
ican legation in lirussels* for his ap- 
pointment at Mexico City he waa besieged by representatives of different 
American interests in Mexico, who made overtures to barguiu tor bis influ- 
ence In pushing their enterpriser. His mall brought frequent letters inclosing 
blocks of stock made out In his name, and when they were returned the pro- 
moters promptly sent them back, made out to Mrs. Wilson. 

It was not until the ambassador had been in Mexico City several months 
that his vehement denunciation of these capllallstH made them realize finally 
that he could not be Induced to work for them except In a legitimate way. 
And since that time his path Iibb certainly been a thorny way.
